Why Milwaukee Has Clean Streets 


d«T and he i^'ill tell you within three 
blocks at what point the street flush- 
injt crew H operatinR. Grand Avenue 
and other main streets are flushed 
every night. Other downtown streets 
are cleaned four nights per week '■ 
Fluahing Machinca at Work. 

Two kinds of flushers were tested 
before a purchase v>*as made. The 
bureau of economy and efliciency 
was asked to make a cost system 
report. As the higher priced ma¬ 
chine flushed more yardage at lower 
cost per yard, the higher priced nu 
chine was bought. 

Four of these W'hich pump the 
water at nigh pressure on to the 
pavements were secured at 
each. All four of the machines 
work in the same district, moving to¬ 
gether from one part of town to an¬ 
other. .Ml four being together con¬ 
stantly, if anything goes wrong with 
the machinery, the crew foreman, 
who is a machinist, is at hand to 
ma>ce repairs. Two sweepers follow 
the flushers ard send loose mutter 
down the catch ha&ins. 

Use c! Squeegees Doubled. j 
Five f*iucegees were inherited from 
the former administration. Two of 
the.se were used in the Sixteenth 
ward on a one day route covered 
three times a week. Two others were 
used similarly in the Fourth ward, 
though in that ward they were oj>er- 
aicd over street car tracks where 
they are practically cseless. The 
fifth of these squeegees was in the 
Twenty-third ward, but was not 
used because of defects in operation. 

Four oi these squeegees ninder 
Handley are now in use six days of 
hile the fifth one is used 


to get a chance to drink.
